THE DOCTOR'S WIFE COMES TO STAY $3.00 


Yes, the doctor's wife :s the heroine of this romance, though on the surface it 
would seem, rather, to be the story of Rex Tweed, portrait painter on the edge of recog- 
nition, and Elizabeth, his wife, whom he adored, and whose professional aspirations in the 
theatre he smilingly accepted. Elizabeth's first London success comes almost simultaneous- 
ly with Rex' commission to do a portrait of a strange and great lady, Mrs. Earle. Absorb- 
ed in his rather baffling contacts with the old lady, Rex faces with shock the news that 
America wants Elizabeth- and that she is going. Hurt, angered, he is more or less per- 
suaded gently into letting her go, and his mother-in-law, Rose, “the doctor's wife”, comes 
to stay. She's enchanting company - like and unlike his Elizabeth; and bit by bit he 
learns more of her past, her marriage to the dour doctor who insisted on staying alone in 
Edinburgh, and something (from her son, the frustrated Martin) of her youth and the tra- 
gedies of a lost art and a lost son. He learns, too, that his client, Mrs. Earle, bears 
& mysterious bitterness towards his mother-in-law, but it is only after Rose's death- and 
her last hours of cruelty to the man she had sheltered, that he sees behind the facade of 
two elderly women, somehow cheated in life. And learns, too, what he must do, to save 
his own marriage.... Post-war London, with its “shorts”, its discomforts; 4 romance be- 
hind a romance, subtly handled. Swinnerton has developed, in his style, some rather ir- 
ritating mannerisms which give one a sense of choppiness, quite different from his one- 
time suavity. Could it be an effort to appear more modern than his substance?

Shute, Nevil Morrow 
THE LEGACY $3.00 


Originally reported for January publication, serialization in the L.H.J. resulted 
in this being postponed to the above date. Shute’s name- the additional publicity attend- 
ant on magazine promotion- and the elements of the story itself, recommend it as a surely 
popular novel, though the indirect approach, as an elderly lawyer tells the story (now as 
told or written to him, now in direct narrative form) somehow robs it of the basic human 
values inherent in the story itself. Possibly this is due to the kernel of the plot being 
based on actual fact - of a group of women war prisoners taken by the Japanese in Sumatra, 
marching for months back and forth, finally making their own terms with the native villag- 
ers and working in the rice fields for the war's duration. Shute has used this theme, has 
shifted his setting to Malaya, and made his heroine, Jean Paget, leader of the group, and 
written around his nucleus a fictional romance between the not-so-young Jean, and an Aus- 
trian "ringer"- a cattleman and fellow prisoner, who was crucified by the Japanese for 
stealing some chickens, and who miraculously escaped with his life. After years of separ- 
ation, each assuming the other inaccessible, and following a period of abortive attempts 
to meet again, they are reunited in Australia, where Jean is working out a pattern of life 
at a ghost town station in the Australian hinterland, and where their marriage becomes 
integral to the rebirth of the town. Unique setting, interesting situations, a good love 
story- but the lawyer, acting as trustee for a legacy left to Jean, tells the story, and 
gets between the reader and the below surface currents. This is not top Shute, but still 
good reading.

Kim, of Virginia Hill aristocracy, marries the feudally minded Lance Dawson 
after the Civil War and helps him to break away from his ruined plantation and head north 
to the oil fields of Pennsylvania. There she faces not only his wealmess and illness due 
to his war wounds but also the drama and hardship of the new life and Lance' inability to 
bend her to his pride and will. For Kim does the wrong thing - at the wrong time - she 
saves Lance from a bully's beating, she acknowledges his life with his mistress, she re- 
cognizes and respects the love of Greathouse, Pithole‘s most powerful oil man, and she 
proves herself the stronger of the two. There is the background of the mounting boom of 
Pithole, the oil strikes that pushed it into national fame and local extravagance, the 
collapse of the sudden fortunes when oil runs out and fire wrecks everything. Greathouse 
is wiped out - and dies - but Lance, his money safe at home, is in the clear - and it is 
with him that Kim returns to her country. The high color here is a fevered flash and al- 
though the setting is believable, Kim is a difficult heroine.

A very natural note here for a story of an Irish Catholic family in New York 
City's Washington Heights, this has sincerity and compassion in its portrayal of familiar 
faces and common conflicts, reflects the world between wars through Larry Callan's recall 
during a vigil kept at his mother's deathbed. There was his father, Daniel, who lived 
high and went broke at the racetracks, and never made a comeback to comfort; his mother, 
Connie, who worked hard to support Daniel and the three children; the devotion of spinster 
Aunt Eliza who took them in- brought them up until her death; Larry's long months in a 
hospital- where doctors tried to cure his tubercular spine; the decision of Veronica, the 
youngest, to enter a convent at 16; Larry's love for Donna, outside the Church, and the 
postponement of their marriage when Connie's hopeless illness intervenes... The family 
solidarity and sympathy here gives this portrait its warmth, and while not important, 
this is at all times likeable.

A fairly sober animation of history, which, in covering the years 1785 to 1813 
in England's story, focusses on the love between Catherine and Roger and the fortunes of 
their country during the years of foreign wars. Catherine, with determination and calm 
serenity, follows her fate with Roger Gray, in spite of his absences in the interests of 
his country when he poses as 4 smuggler and, later, when his illegitimate daughter is 
sent to him after her mother is murdered in the French Revolution. Catherine fights her 
hatred of Medeleine, and eventually discovers that Madeleine, rather than her own three 
children, softens the desolation of her partings from Roger. But when the truth of her 
parentage is told, Madeleine turns against Catherine, finds satisfaction in William 
Pitt's household, as a servant. A romantic meeting with Sir Francis Dallas brings about 
Madeleine's happy marriage which ends in her husband's sudden death and a fight to the 
finish with her mother-in-law. A final return to Catherine rounds out the picture of 
stout, oaken hearts and invincible belief and courage. A book for women who wish to be 
treated with respect for their intelligence. 


Gann, Ernest K. William Sloane 
FIDDLER'S GREEN $5.50 
The narrative drive of earlier books (Island in the Sky, Benjamin Lawless ) with 


some sentimental, regenerative overtones, this tells of Bruno Felkin, a confirmed criminal, 
on the run after killing a man, as he escapes to the San Francisco docks, hides out on the 
boat of Hamil Linder, a fisherman. Persuading Hamil to keep him on- 4s a hand, Bruno also 
hires Carl, Hamil's malcontent son, to carry on his deliveries (dope) to his customers, 
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and to see that Connie, his girl, is cared for. As the weeks pass, each exerts his own i 
influence; Carl, in his exposure to Bruno, loses his ambition to earn a fast buck, gains 
a respect for his father he had never had; Bruno, in the admiration and affection he holds 

for Hamil Linder- who treats him like a son- gives up the plan for a getaway which will 
incriminate Carl and ends by giving up his life to save Carl in a storm at sea. A story 

of action played out on two levels, moral and physical, the drama here is direct rather 

than subtle- holds its own on a popular plane.

MAGNUS THE MAGNIFICENT $3.00 


'Tis bloody bodkins and blossoming bodices as Magnus chases his lady from Eliza- 
beth's England to Philip's Spain and back again. Red-headed (and blooded) dashes in full 
sail through a plot against the Queen, torture under the Inquisition and in the galleys, 
piratical raids of the Spanish Main under Drake and hairbreadth sea chases. Accompanied 
by ea delightful trio, Tim, the old sea dog, Father Diego, a highly virile priest, and Ben 
Absedik, the wily Moor, Magnus successfully completes all his derring-do to wind up in the 
best tradition - knighted by the Queen. He wisely foregoes the skinnier elegance of his 
erstwhile lady for a healthy specimen of English barmaid.

Tate, Allen & Gordon, Caroline- é£ds. Scribner 
THE HOUSE OF FICTION $5.00 


A collection of short stories covering the last 100 years in Europe and the 
United States, thirty stories which stand on their own merits, irrespective of the reason 
for their selection. Writers of the “Impressionist School” of James’ definition- direct 
impression,- illustrative of the focal points of story technique analyzed in the appendix, 
the authors selected are, for the greater part, familiar names, but in most instances the 
stories chosen are not those most frequently included in anthologies. This gives a re- 
freshing sense of discovery, and makes the volume first rate reading for anyone who likes 
short stories for their own particular dramatic values, and anyone who is interested in 
writing for its own sake. A number of commentaries, inserted at irregular intervals, 
specifically concern themselves with stories which, in greater or lesser degree illus- 
trate the techniques involved. Two main channels of exploration are used:- the techniques 
of authority (is the story told by the author in the first person, or as a roving narrator, 
or as an all-knowing author?); the techniques of view, the close view or the long view, 
or an alternation of the two; dramatic compression, dimension, tonal unity, symbolism, 
etc. Valuable this for the student of the short story or the aspiring writer. Perhaps 
less so for the average reader, though study should intensify one's sense of appreciation. 
The contributors number among them Flaubert, de Maupassant, Chekhov, Gogol, Tolstoy, 
Hewthorne, Melville, Crane, Henry James, Hemingway, Lardner, Elizabeth Bowen, James Joyce, 
Kafka, Colette, O'Faolain, Robert Penn Warren, Eudora Welty, and as many more. An import- 
ant book for the long range.

An orphaned boy, Darrell, 
son of a share cropper, is befriended by Malcolm Pitt, the man in the big house, and be- 
comes so enmeshed in emotional relationship to the man himself, to his son, to his daugh- 
ter, that he is haunted by the need to prove himself able to stand alone. Yet even in 
his sudden marriage, he finds he cannot break. And his marriage- and the son, Roger's 
marriage, both crash on the issue of their need for each other. The father, Malcolm Pitt,

not be broken, by always keeping Darrell obligated, in small things and large. More out- 
spoken than others in this genre, there is nonetheless a skillful skirting of the dis- 
tasteful, a recognition of the psychological shadings. Not a book for the general public; 
important that both librarians and booksellers should kmow its theme in presenting it to 
the public.

THE ENCOUNTER $3.00 


Father Cawder carried almost to excess his conviction that his priesthood de- 
manded self-abnegation to the point of virtual starvation and the rigors of castigation - 
and that his duties to his congregation must be met in personal service, rather than in 
the newer philosophy of social service. He antagonized some of his people, belittling 
what he considered their worldly or soft gestures towards the church. He antagonized 
his bustling, modern young curate - pushing aside his eager planning for extending the 
church's functions beyond the spiritual. And the bishop, to his mortification, assigned 
him to a rundown church in the slums - just sentence for his sin of pride. So much for 
the setting of the story. Against this setting is told a strange and almost irrelevant 
incident of "the encounter” between Father Cawder and a wretched pair, the man a carnival 
tout, and his woman, who asks Father Cawder's help in disposing of her bastard child, 
left in care of a madam in a whorehouse. Reluctant to involve himself, censorious in his 
handling of the case, Father Cawder turns her away- and then, too late, is overcome with 
remorse. He follows them to Trenton - gets the child and rather summarily places her in 
a@ Catholic home - and still cannot shake the pair from his life. Almost too perceptive 
for his own peace of mind, he guesses that Diamond has on his constience Stella's violent 
death, but though Diamond seeks him out, they cannot break through the hard crust of 
their different approaches to life - and Diamond is killed by over-zealous police, when 
seeking to escape. A strange story, which somehow fails to cut below the emotional sur- 
face to move the reader. Father Cawder is too cold, too frustrated a being; Diamond and 
Stella seem the victims of their own depravity. One can say however, that here is a 
wholly different approach to the study of a priest.

A pattern of delinquency forms the center of this sprawling, curiously nightmare 
novel. When Fred Wheatwright seeks refuge with his brother Ralph and his wife Catherine 
he sets in motion the wheels which grind out destiny for Catherine's sister, young Jessie. 
Catherine's ambition to achieve a certain income so she can adopt a baby persuades her to 
put pin-ball machines in their store; Fred seduces Jessie and his unsavory friends move in 
with their rackets. At first Jessie promises her baby to Catherine out when the publicity 
turned on by the radio, for her marriage to Fred, gets too loathsome, she takes Bobby and 
hits the road. Work in squalid roadside joints and hotels leads to her association with 
Warren Leroy and from then on it is a question of existence through lawlessness, of money 
through stealing, murder - any means at all. And it is the law of the gun which ends 
their progress through some of the lower dépths. An insistent nervousness, a layer by 
layer dissection of Invale's social levels, and a penetrating probe into the lives of 
those outside the law give this a seriousness which is marred by its distorted soliloquies 
and near-hysteria. Public libraries and most readers can bypass this.

* Compelling and disturbing is this novel about life in the Japanese army by 4 
former soldier of the Emperor in the “Chinese Incident" and World War II. Although the 
author, educated in America, appropriately “demilitarizes” the protagonist at the close 
of the book, he has not blurred the picture with his obviously pacifist sympathies. The 
narratives, concerned with the fortunes of a squad in the Army during the China campaign, 
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reproduces with a camera eye war realized as a religious rite ingrained in the blood of 
soldiers, calling forth frenzied sacrifice and automaton obedience. Although the hero, 
Takeo Yamamoto, is finally released from the bloody idealism of the Army, nevertheless he 
has moments of exhilaration in the solemm obeisances to the Emperor, shouting Ranzai as he 
faces the East on the Emperor's birthday. In the quiet narrative, many scenes are memor- 
able and through a wide range of personalities with varied backgrounds- from Majors to 
First Year Soldiers- a rounded portrait of the many rigidly-defined strata of the Army 
organization is achieved. Ruthless burning of villages, beating of the First Year Soldiers 
by their superiors, unrestrained pillaging, and the inhumanity in military organization - 
all these become reconciled in this lucid portrait with a refinement of behavior, geisha 
establishments, and a pseudo-religious etiquette fantastic to the Western mind.As ‘ell as 
being a compelling novel of men at war this is a revealing picture of a feudalistic phe- 
nomenon in our century and the idealistic framework within which we must reach understand- 
ing. This should find a large audience, as a Japanese Naked and the Dead.

A DARK STRANGER $2.50 


This unusual novel compels a marine analogue, not only in its setting and pace 
but also in its snail like action- an engulfing of events, a convoluted return upon itself, 
an irreparably bloodless chill of intellectualism. Arriving at a beach resort near Monte 
Carlo, Allan- a peculiarly distinguished and gifted young man- immediately enthralls the 
society there. His unusual attraction has a foreboding, destructive quality and by univer- 
sal divination he becomes the embodiment of the death wish, a participant in a mysterious 
suicide pact. With his secret knowledge the loyalty of the other guests is divided be- 
tween the antagonism of the more primitive and the fascination of the more sensitive de- 
cadents.

Churchill, Winston S. Houghton, Mifflin 
THE GRAND ALLIANCE Pre-publ. $5; post-publ. $6.00 


Third in the four volume history of the war, and the one most intimately concern- 
ed with strategy and Britain's terrific responsibility in carrying on virtual global war- 
fare single-handed. A personal history- as any book from Churchill's pen iis sure to be- 
he overrides the difficulties of the war in terms of its campaigns and planning for the 
layman. Pungent phrase, dramatic sense of values, a prose that marches - these stylistic 
factors make it good reading even when the subject matter seems tenuous and overdrawn. 
Throughout the text is spiced with his very personal views of men and events. There are 
superb tributes to a few,- Harry Hopkins conspicuously among them, and, interestingly 
enough, the German general, Rommel. There's a very evident irritation against some of 
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Britain's historic military figures, Wavell and Auchinleck, for instance, are now high, now 
low in his esteem. Of Wavell, some months before he was shifted to the Indian command, and 
Auchinleck put in his place, he writes:- "He gives the impression of being tired out”. He 
blew hot and cold on Auchinleck, feeling him too cautious, too inclined to delay. Much of 
the argument that went on between the Admiralty, the home office, and the forces on the 
scene, is here told in detail for the first time. The handling of the Greek affair- the 
disaster in Crete- the African ports and the campaign of which Tobruk was the crux- the de- 
fense of Malta - all these come in for extensive off the record, in many cases, reporting. 
Few actual closeups- the Cretan campaign perhaps the closest to that- but an all pervading 
sense, on the part of the reader, of being at the heart of the matter. The revealing an- 
alysis of the difficulties with Stalin, the falsities of the public viewpoint, the burden 
of sharing from what was little enough, the lack of appreciation of the contribution made 
to the Soviet defense- all seems perceptive and prescient today. The book includes the 
inception of the Atlantic Charter, the historic meeting with Roosevelt, the attack on 

Pearl Harbor, and the Christmas visit of Churchill to the White House. These volumes from 
Mr. Churchill's pen constitute an important segment in source material on the Second World 
War. While this is not such easy reading as the two earlier volumes, there is an enormous 
amount of thrilling contemporary history encompassed in this period of victory beginning

They were operating un- 
der simulated battle conditions to test and train for new electronic devices, heading from 
Ireland via the Arctic Circle, westward, in August 1949. 400 miles north of the Circle, 
fire aboard the Cochino resulted in an explosion, and in the midst of a terrific storm, they 
tried to save the ship, fighting all the terrors the disaster brought about. Making contact 
with Tusk, they finally abandoned ship, and in yet another series of grave dangers they ac- 
complished the impossible. Only seven were lost and the heroism and selflessness are epic 
material. Told by the men themselves as they remember the incidents of the “last cruise” 
this is a gripping report in the best maritime tradition.

ous, strong American. Robinson's famous reply to Robeson before the Un-American Affairs i 
Committee is included in its entirety.

Creole born, and strongly caste conscious, Jelly Roll was 
the product of that high colored, high living world of bordellos and gambling houses,sports 
and sweet mamas. Playing all night, practising all day, Jelly Roll wandered from New Or- 
leans to Mobile to St. Louis to Chicago to California, where for the first time he had 
“plenty clothes, plenty diamonds" (pinned to his underwear), went back to Chicago during 
the heyday of New Orleans jazz where for the first time his music was recorded. But with 
the '30's there was the eclipse of his music- and his appeal- against which his belliger- 
ence and braggadocio was impotent, and he died, almost forgotten, on the coast...His story, 
in his own words, sustains the particular quality of the man, contributes to the authenti- 
cation and preservation of a style in and stylist of American music.

most every conceivable point that the prospective mortgagee should know is given here in 
succinct, clearcut terms.

Steinberg, Julien- éd. 7/21 Duell, Sloan & Pearce 
VERDICT OF THREE DECADES $5.00 


Mr. Steinberg belittles his own function in calling himself simply an editor and 
compiler of this vitally important study of Soviet Communism as evidenced by three decades 
of theory into actuality. He has used as his sources approximately forty writers, many of 
them at one time or another Communists, all of them intimately conversant with what has ac- 
tually happened, the majority disillusioned by what had happened. In this very original 
and creative handling of his material, Mr. Steinberg has made a great contribution, in set- 
ting the background, analyzing the historic aspects, presenting the individual whose work 
he is using, and selecting from the writings the pertinent passages which supply - cooper- 
atively- an historic survey of the Russian experiment. The reader goes back, chronologi- 
cally, to the overthrow of the Czar, the vigorous statement of aims and immediate action, 
(most of it contraverted by subsequent action), the second revolution which brought Lenin 
into power and was announced by many revolutionaries and liberals as the death blow to 
democracy. Even such renowned Communists as Rosa Luxemburg were among these prophets. 
Healthy criticism was levelled at the myths of Communism, the tendency to call anything 
against the government “counter-revolutionary”. The early Bolshevist state is shown as the 
microcosm of the Stalinist state, and efforts to meet this tendency were put down (witness 
the Kronstadt Rebellion - the disillusionment of such people as Emma Goldman and Alexander 
Berkman). He then traces the building of the cult of Lenin- the growth of the double stand- 
ard- for Communists, for others- the Trotsky-Stalin conflict. Extracts from Stalin's own 
writings are revealatory, as evidence of the initial steps from dictatorship to totalitar- 
ianism. The four major events are then discussed:- forced industry, collectivization, 
purges and trials, and finally, the Nazi-Soviet Pact. During these years slave labor, fa- 
mine, the death of intellectuals and scientists, the disillusionment of French and American 
intellectuals, all bore out the fears expressed earlier. With war came desertion of count- 
less numbers,- into the German army, into the hands of the allies; and the silent record of 
the unnumbered dead speaks for the violence of Russian reprisals. The economic system is 
then explored, the decline of trade unionism, the myths and realities as to standard of 
living, state ownership, wage differentials, closing of lines between bosses and workers, 
growth of a bureaucracy of privilege, false front of religion, emergence of a new official 
anti-Semitism, stultifying of nationalities, explosion of the ideals of Soviet culture, 
destruction of many aspects of science, etc. Interesting sidelights are given on the ex- 
posure of the Canadian spy ring, and Koestler, Bertrand Wolfe and others speak for the out- 
standing aware and objective critics of the Soviet brand of Communism. Intensely interest- 
ing, demanding closer reading and analysis than any other book of the kind. Don't side- 
track it as “just an anthology”. It is a positive contribution to better understanding of 


Soviet Communism today.

THIS IS GERMANY 1/10 $4.00 


* An essential book for better understanding - distasteful though it be - of Germany 
today. A portrait unflattering to the occupying powers, particularly to the Americans it 
sometimes seems, this has the impact of an authoritative view by experts, top correspondents | 
on the spot, who here report on virtually every facet of the scene. What emerges is shock- | 
ing in its factual content, discouraging in its prognosis, revealing, not only of the psych- 
ology of the conquered but of the conquerors,- be they British, French, American - or Russ- 
ian. A Germany emerges slightly cocky in feeling they hold the winning cards in the cold 
war; aggressively confident that they can handle their own affairs better than the bungling 
efforts of the occupying forces can do it. The political parties that have taken form are 
succinctly analyzed, their leaders sharply etched. The morale of the people, the women, the 
children, the military, the politicans ~ all indicate a conviction that ultimately they can 
do it again. The intellectuals have proved a bitter disappointment. ‘the educators, even 
those properly “screened”, are indubitably and hopelessly Germanic in conviction and out- 
look. The basic tenets of handling conquered Germany- denazification, decartelization, 
deindustrialization - are confessed failures. Legal processes have broken down and the 
trials seem to have caught the little fry and let the big ones go; while the convictions 
on the top resulted in a sense of cleared consciences for the mass. There is occasional 
contradiction, due to different angles of reporting, as for instance in relation to the 
displaced persons problem. But in the main, despite the breadth of range in personnel, and 
the immense scope of coverage, the overall picture seems thoroughly integrated and convinc- 
ing. Any reader concerned with one of the vital centers of world interest should read this 
book. The editor is director of the U.S.M.G. Office of Public Information; General Clay 
has written the Introduction. And the reporters include such names as Theodore White, Emlyn Hm 
Williams, John Anspacher, James O'Donnell, Judy Barden, Ernest Leiser, and many others.

Madison, Charles A. Harper 
AMERICAN LABOR LEADERS $4.00 ~ 





The growth and development of the labor movement defined through the personalties 
of the outstanding leaders. These are interesting and provocative biographical sketches, 
wide in scope and encompassing those leaders who have influenced the thinking and action 
of unions from the early days of William Sylvis, labor's first champion, down through Gonm- 
pers to Green, Hutcheson, John Mitchell and John Lewis (miners' advocates), Dubinsky, Hill- 
man, Whitney (railroaders), Haywood, Reuther and Bridges. The author tells of strikes and 
their outcomes in the growing strength of the unions, of the gains, the setbacks. In the 
first half of the book, the author seems objective and fair in his analysis; then there is 
evident a slight leaning of bias against those leaders who have tried to clean communism 
out of the ranks, while for Bridges he has only unadulterated praise. This unbalance some- 
how weakens the total effect of the book, though it has great merit and-with reservations 
and understanding- should be a valuable addition to the history of the movement and the 
force of personal power.

TEN DAYS TO DIE $3.50 


An apocalyptic recreation of the last days of Hitler and the last days of Berlin 
when Berlin “became a masterpiece of madness, its artist painting with running blood, bro- 
ken bone and fusing flame" as the Russians (the “women-hungry sons of the steppes”) came 
down on the city in a “tide of desire". Abandoned as anything to the hysteria of its sub- 
ject, Musmanno- who attended the Nuremberg trials, later interviewed many people- projects 
what took place in Hitler's underground catacomb; his entourage; his hypochondria, oratory, 
magnetism; the “death wedding" ceremony in the bunker with Eva Braun and the double suicide 
which followed; Goebbel's plan with his wife to poison their children and themselves; etc., 
etc. Although there may be some basis in fact, the values here are still sensational 
rather than historical.

YANKEE EXODUS: An Account of Migration from New England $5.00 1Y 


Stewart Holbrook charges Connecticut people with “prehensile qualities”, but by 
the time one finishes his study of the Yankee ramifications throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, the charge might equally be laid at the door of his own native Vermont 
- and wellnigh all of New England. Whether in organized groups or individual ventures, 
New Englanders poured forth in a stream to open up the middle and the far west. Settlers, 
religious fanatics, cultists, lawyers, medical men, educators, inventors, lumbermen, rail- 
roaders, politicians, promoters - forth they went, and rarely returned. Ohio through the 
Connecticut Land Company, the Ohio Company of Associates, the Western Reserve, early bore 
the stamp of New England in her towns, her schools, her essential character. Seductive 
advertising of early realtors vied with homely persuasive letters to sell the idea of flat 
meadows and stoneless soil to the rockbound New Englanders. The Mormons, the Perfection- 
ists, the Vegetarians, the Abolitionists- all rooted back to New England. Indiana was by- 
passed for Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin. Iowa was first settled by Southerners, gradually 
the Yankees seeped in, California drew vastly on New England coast towns when the lure of 
gold- and later the agricultural goal attracted settlers. To a Maine man goes credit for 
the seedless oranges. Minnesota was settled by mavericks and families- not by organized 
groups, but Kansas supplied the abolitionists with incentive to launch the Emigrant Aid 
Company. The Rocky Mountain area had less appeal, and the southwest and southeast showed 
small evidence of Yankee penetration. But Oregon found them small in numbers while great 
in influence. A wide range of developmental factors bore the Yankee impress. In substance, 
a fascinating slant on America's development; in detail, perhaps too many names are mar- 
shalled to support the thesis, though this will sharpen regional interest. Some of Hol- 
brook's best writing is in a memorable chapter, The Shadows Form, when Yankees left behind 
have their say, and in final tribute to New England, There She Stands.

Erle Stanley Gardner introduces this biography of Gene Biscailuz, Sheriff of Los 
Angeles County, whose name holds much honor in his territory - and beyond.

DOES IT ALWAYS RAIN HERE, MR. HOYT? $3.00 





We've had stories about homes in the country- about the village storekeeper, the 
village doctor, the village auctioneer, and so on. Now here's a true story of two inno- 
cents who decide to support themselves while writing by running a Vermont resort inn- fa- 
mily camp style - on the side. This is an amusing enough (spottily at times) episodic ac- 
count of the trial and error methods by which the Hoyt finances ran full circle from noth- 
ing to nothing, while their camp was conceived, born, grew up, become popular and prosper- 
ous, and then put the bank account into the doldrums by over-extension. The specific items 
intended to appeal to possible guests are taken, a chapter at a time:- Nature at her best; 
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fresh local poultry; honeymooners; children welcome; no bar and quiet at night; courteous 
and efficient staff; doctor near by; wildlife and pets; away from city heat; congenial peo- 
ple. Things go by contraries, of course, and Mr. Hoyt dismally fails to achieve the dignity 
and detachment he expected. But, by and large, there's more pleasure than pain, and those 
to whom this sort of vacation place appeals will find it tempting bait.

FOR PEOPLE UNDER PRESSURE $2.95

mental maladjustment for this new book. With illustrations from his own practice, this 
skirts some general questions:- the varying degrees of nervous tension which cumulate in 
the nervous breakdown; hereditary versus environmental factors; identification patterns 
and labels; physical disorders which are entirely psychic in origin. But Dr. Fink centers 
his main discussion around the three causes of unbalance, biological tensions, environ- 
mental pressures, and your evaluations (attitudes). Some sound sense, raised to the stratum 
of this science, this is aimed at an average audience. 


Late Comers - Published or Practically So 


Reynolds, James Creative Age 
BAROQUE SPLENDOR $8.50 


Reminiscent of an earlier style of art criticism which is intensely personal, ex- 
pressionistic and often florid, this handsome study of Baroque and Rococo in both histori- 
cal and geographical perspective has a very specialized market. Ina joyously ornate style 
the famous lecturer, writer and raconteur tells with a dramatic flourish - perhaps with his 
tongue in his cheek - the story of the birth of Baroque in the convolutions of the smoke 
from the burning Alban Hills in 1535 as it was observed by Michelangelo. The author then 
follows the establishment and growth of the Baroque style and its sophisticated and refined 
counterpart, Rococo, throughout Europe, Mexico and America. He touches upon personalities, 
patrons and artists, influencing the art form, great houses and grounds, churches, theatres 
and lodges. Modernists well may shudder at the defense of such monsters as the Metropolitan 
Opera House in New York, but as a mood-study of an art expression, this sparkling apprecia- 
tion is delightful.

A MEASURE OF FREEDOM $2.50 


The fifth report of the Anti-Defamation League, this is a "description of corrod- 
ing prejudice in America" and an attempt to assay- wherever possible- the incidence of 
patterns of prejudice- the increase or decrease during the last decade based on polling 
techniques which in this particular field are quite fallible. Certain aspects of prejudice 
are the objects of intensive study here; the Klan (there were 51 incidents of mob violence 
in 1949) and the professional patriots (Gerald L.K. Smith, Joseph Kamp, Upton Close, Mer- 
win Hart) and organizations; Paul Robeson and the "Peekskill incidents"; attitudes- on a 
wider scale- and more specifically, the question of the quota system in colleges and pro- 
fessional schools; prejudice on the campus; in the field of sports- and concomitantly clubs; 
and more briefly in employment and housing. An objective presentation of some very dis- 
turbing material, this is for a professional rather than popular audience- although Winchell 
will be in there pitching.

Lasky, Victor SEEDS OF TREASON $3.50 


By two staff writers (Newsweek and the World-Telegram & Sun) this is the first of 
three or possibly more presentations of certainly the most curious, controversial and con- 
fusing case of our time- that of Alger Hiss and Whittaker Chambers. Here, for those who 
have not read- or those who were bewildered by the detail of the trial testimony as it ran 
in the newspapers, is an analysis and synchronization of the case from its inception to a 
conclusion which leaves no doubt or disbelief as to the guilt of Alger Hiss. Granted that 
the slant here is toward Chambers, no longer the rather disreputable, disheveled Communist 
but a man of good will and a man of conscience, and against Hiss, charming, capable, bril- 
liant, the facts- as they gather momentum from the time of Elizabeth Bentley's accusation 
through the first and second trials are conclusive, and the tangibles of the pumpkin papers, 
the Woodstock typewriter, the Bokhara rug provide the finite evidence which Priscilla Hiss, 
with her overt lies, Alger Hiss with his withdrawal into vagueness, cannot escape. The 
public interest in this case, the emotional sympathy engendered by Hiss, the ideological 
factors as well as the disturbing exposure of treason in high places, should carry over to 
the book and make it a sure seller. (4/3) 


Nicoll, Allardyce Harcourt, Brace 
WORLD DRAMA $7.50 


Despite the vast proportions of his subject matter, the eminent Mr. Nicoll has 
provided here a clear, vigorous survey of drama. With the confidence of a truly compre- 
hensive knowledge of the field, distracting minutiae have been overlooked in favor of stimu- 
lating samples of the great representative masters of drama from Aeschylus to Tennessee 
Williams. Appealing not only to the student but to the average intelligent theatre-goer, 
the whole work tends largely toward a clarification of modern drama to which a large por- 
tion of the book is devoted. The 64 illustrations aid a text already distinguished by its 
clarity.

FRENCH MASTER DRAWINGS OF THE NINETEENTH CENTURY $2.50 


One of the finest in this excellent master drawings series, companion volume to 
French Master Drawings of the Eighteenth Century, but in appeal much more general in coming 
close to our own times. The editor, Professor of Art at the University of Kansas City, is 
& specialist in this field, and presents here an individual point of view in regard to a 
great artistic epoch. He sees it as a period of conflict between the classic and the 
baroque, outgrowth of typical tensions that give French art its breadth and depth, its 
opulence and vitality, its discipline of moderation and its tenacious encompassment of

The story of the men behind what are now antiques, this offers much informative 
material not only for the student of history but for the collector. For here are the rural 
and urban artisans, their place in their communities, the things they produced and how they 
did it. From the basic necessities to specialties and quality goods, this shows how entre- 
preneurs developed, how trades within trades grew and grew, how the drive of single little 
organizations in their "buy American" played their part in the War for Independence, and 
offers a detailed picture of the history of the laboring man of the times. Fascinating 
material, ably handled, this need not be limited to a student market alone. The illustra- 
tions are from the French Encyclopedie of 1762-1777 and represent the style of book illus- 
tration of the 18th century as well as faithfully picturing the crafts.
